figure. A waterworks scheme of any mag? 
nitude implies an expenditure of at least 
$2,000,000, and even then it would only be 
in the first stages of development’ if there 


would be interesting td know who is at the 
bottom of the movement, and why it was de- 
cided to attack opium. People in Europe 
and America who would not know opium if 
they saw it, and whose only knowledge of ‘it 
is derived from De Quincey's “Confessions,” 
pretend that opium is the greatest curse the 
world has ever seen, that it ‘uins millions 
and all the usual redomontade. But those 
who have lived among the people who, are 
supposed lo. be addicted to the opium pipe 
are seldom able to bear. oul the vapourings 
of those-who never saw a real Chinaman jn 
their lives. ‘The poppy may be an eyil but 
itis very questionable if itis half as bad ot 
works half as much havoc as alcohol in 
Great. Britain. -We are quite prepared to- 
prevent’ people in China from getting the 
drug, but,we are blind to. our own failings. 
On the principle that we know better than 
‘anybody else, because we have-had no ex- 
perience, we will cheerfully undertake to pro- 
tect the Chinese in spite of themselves; 
but when it comes to alcoholism we say

had it not been for the perspicuity of the hon- 
est Chinese traders who marked the demeanour 
ofthe gang.

trade of China bas increased year after year 
uotil it is now about three-tenths in excess of 
the export.trade, according to the Customs 
teporis for the past year. The ‘principal .ex- 
ports of China consist of silk, tea, cassia, bris- 
es, human hair, (cathers, matting, porcelain, 
etc, The export of Chinatea ¢specially shows 
a serious decrease, China's export trade intea 
is not more than one-fifth of that of India and. 
Japan; while Japanese porcelain and fancy 
mattings prove much more remunerative. than 
Chinese. It is suggested that, the methods 
adopted by the Japanese’ in renewing and 
changing their patterns day after day in res- 
ponsible for their increased trade. ‘Ihe most. 
valuable export of China is raw silk’ which is 
generally exported to America and France. 
The silk inspectors purchase the raw silk 
in the godowns and payment is made as 
soon as the silk is shipped. There is a 
certain firm in Bhameen, the silk inspector 
of which purchased a certain number of ‘bales of 
raw silk which weré inspected and shipped [rom 
Macao, * Afterwards the inspector alleged that 
he had received aletier from home stating that 
the colour of the silk was not uniform, and that 
a certain amount, about $1,000, should be paid 
in respect in ‘the difference of the colouring. 
When the Chinese silk merchants heard that, a 
general meeting was called immediately of the 
silk Trade Association, [t was held that there 
is no such a rule or regulation in raw silk busi- 
ness since the treaty was made in China and all 
the silk sellers in Canton mutually agreed not 
_to sell silk to the firm in question. 
MILITARY COLLEGE EXAMINATION, 


An examination was held at the mifltary 
college of Canton onthe {5th instant forthe 
matriculution of new students. “Most of thos - 
who entered passed the examinalion—by favour 


upoh the Chinese—men. and women alike— 
and rained blows on every unpro:ected bead, 
while the unfortunate ‘Chinesé were going: 
down like ninepins. In the me/ée a woman 
was so badly knocked over the head that. 
she was rendered unconscious, and had to be 
removed to hospital for treatment, while 
.e7 others, though very badly beaten over the 
head and arms, refused to go to the hospital, 
preleiring to go home at once, The mob of 
Indians appeared to be perfectly infuriated, 
and hit ont at all and-sundry of either sex, 
and the fracas was assuming — serious 
propa tions when a /ubong repotted the 
matier to Inspector Macdonald, at the 
Yaumali Policg Station, and—the latter 
then immediateJy telephoned to the adjutant 
of thet oth Baluchis, to which regiment it was 
asceriained the marauders belonged. In the 
smeantime the fight’ waxed fast and furious, as 
the Chinese, sexing their clansinen being mer- 
cilessly beaten about, and being themselves 
unarmed, seized stones and bricks, and in this 
manner kept their assailants at bay until the 
arrival of the adjutant, who inmediately ordered 
hosmentoreturmatonceto barracks, During the 
ptngress of the riot and disturbance, Chinere 
constable No. 237, who was in pliin clothes, 
and who, passing-at. the lime, endeavoured to 
‘d scover the cause of all the trouble and to act 
asa peacemaker, was badly battered over the 
head and arm, aod was obliged to be carried 
off to hospital. The thick turbans worn by the 
Indians no doubt saved their ‘heads from the 
sticks and stones freely flung at them by their 
victims, at it was understond that they sus- 
tained no serious hurt, From a Chinese 
resident of the district ‘we learn - that 
the Chisese, both men and woman, are con- 
stantly being held up at night by Indians, and 
robbed, (though he was unable to say. whether 
the Irdians were from one or cther of the, 
regiments stationed there) so’ that the streets 
held a terror for them at night, as the bandits 
went about in small gangs of three or four, and 
: so-spreading themselves over the district, made 
it almost impossible for the police to interfere, 
for 50 long asa policeman -was in sight, they 
walked quietly Along like peaceful, law-ahiding 
citizens, until he turned a corner, when the 
nearest Chinaman was immediately set upoo

the pirates that before some of the culprits 
reached the place of execution they set upon 
then and curried aut the execution on the 
public street. Precautions are taken on all 
foreign steamers of an elaborate nature, bat in 
occasional cases, like the’ present Safmcane 
outrage, they cannot always cope with the 
numbeys' and resourcefulness: of the pirates, 
Details are not sufficient. in the’present case to 
apprise us whether the usual trick was resorted 
to in this case.
